Trouin is laid up. Commiffioners are appointed to 
infpect all tae Kieg’s Skips in the Ports in the Ocean, 
and to take an Accoun: of ahe naval Srores. 

Paris, Dec. 9. *Tis adyis'd from Verfailles, that 
the King has receiv'd a Pacquet brought by a Ship 
that arriv’d from the Havana at Rocheile the 3d In- 
ftanc: And ‘tis given out his Majefty has Advice, 
that the Spanith Galleons, 13 in Number, were co 
fail from Cartagena for Europe ike beginning of Au- 
guft lat; fothar ‘tis expected they will arrive in 
the Ports of Spain by the End of January. ’Tis re-

pain for the enfuing Campaigs will confift of 27 
or 280c0 Foot and 10000 Horfe, and thac our 
King’s Forces there ate to confift of 21000 Foot and 
4000 Horfe.

Madrid, Nov. 29. Upon the furrender of the 
Caftle of Lerida, the Enemy’s Army retir’d by 
Montbiane towards Tarragona, abandoning the 
Towns of Tarrega and Cervera, of which our 
Troops have taken Poffeffion. 4 Brigades of Foot 
cominanded by Lieutenant General .d’ Arenes, are 
mirch’d to atrack Morella in Valencia, which is very 
ftrong and garrifon’d by above 3000 Miquelcts, who 


are continually making Excurfions on the Frontier of . 


Arragon: Burt the bad Seafon being fo far advancd, 
and the Country abow: Morella being bare of Pro- 
Vifions, “tis much dcutced that Enterprize will not 
fuceced. Yefterday arriv’d here feveral Servants-of 
the Duke of Oci-ans ; and fay bis Royal Highnefs 
will be bere the sft of next Month, All the Of- 
ficers of the Spanifh Forces, are order’d to have their 
Regiments compleatly recruited by the 20th of Fe- 
bruary ; in Crder to which Money will be advanc’d 
to them the 8:h of next Month. Orders are fent to 
Bifcay and AndaluGa, for buying 3000 Horfes thar 
are wanting to remouat our Cavalry: The French 
Cavalry, which are very weak, are to have Horfes 
from France. 

Lerida,Dec. 2. Al! ihe Troops of the 2 Crowns lye 
quiet in their Winter Quarters between the Cinca 
and the Segra, and in Sarageffa , Miquinenza, Bal- 
baftro, Lerida, and Balaguer : The Head-Quarter 
is at Saragoffa, where the Count d’ Eftain commands, 
Our Garrifon confifts of 4 Battallions of French and 
t Regiment of Spanith Horfe under the Gommand 
of the Count de Louvigny. The Enemy have quar- 
ter'd their Foot between Torrofa aod Tarragona, 


but moft of their Horfe are march’d towards Barce- 


lona. Several new Works are making abont the 
Caftle of this Place. One of our Parties of Horfe, 
which went to levy Contributions about Thora, fell 
into an Ambufh of Miquelets, and fuffer’d great 
Lofs. , 

Berlin. Dec. 6. The young Prince of Orange was
